Railway Company to -substitute 
motor buses for trains,in celtqin 
areas, Already one, or two Mnes 
have been examined by inspectors, 
and within 2 dhért period all the 
branches"which are not proving 
paying concerns will be “looked 
into with a view. to such & change. 


“The move will, of course, result 
in further additions to the list of 
unemployed railwaymen, but the 
railway authorities: have, been 
literally forged to take action to 
safeguard themselves. ° The in- 
crease In tho: number of bus ser- 
vices in the Hixhland districts has 
been so rapid that the company is 
unable to, compete with them in 
the’ way of ‘reduced fares. The 
loss of passenger traffic has com- 
pelted the nuthorities to such a
